Walter Horak was named to 
head a committee planning a 
celebration on Sept’ 9, admission 
day, when pioneers were to be 
honored. Planned as a tribute to 
early settlers a pageant was to 
be included depicting the days 
of “suffering and pioneering’’. 

The Madonna of the Trail, on 
Euclid Ave. was to be 
prominently.

in San Bernardino in 1851 as pro- 
tection against Indians. The fort 
was partly on the ground occu- 
pied by the County courthouse.
